Just a few months ago, I wrote three articles examining 
hard disk imaging software (in the October, November 
and December 2009 issues of ACGNJ News). Even after 
all that, I still left a few “loose ends” dangling. Now, for 
the fourth time in six month, we’re back on that subject 
again; but first, here’s a “humorous personal anecdote”. 

(I should warn you, though, that it has absolutely 
nothing to do with computers). 

On Sunday, February 14 th , I called my Aunt for Valen¬ 
tine’s Day. At 90, she’s my oldest remaining relative; 
and for most of my life, her house has been the only 
other place where I feel completely at home. After we’d 
exchanged pleasantries, she told me that she hadn’t seen 
her cat since the previous Wednesday. Now, this was an 
indoor cat who never left the house; but maybe all the 
snow that was currently covering the world outside had 
been just too tempting to resist. As we said our sad 
good-byes and hung up, neither of us expected a good 
outcome. Flowever, the very next day, she found the cat 
lounging in a pool of sunlight on the little table next to 
her side door. When she opened the door, it sauntered 
nonchalantly into the house as if nothing unusual had 
happened; much too “cool” to admit in any way that it 
had survived the last five days huddled somewhere in 
near-blizzard conditions. 

Now (as Bill Cosby once segued), I told you that story so 
I could tell you this one. A few years ago, I had just left 
my car in the driveway that runs between my Aunt’s 
house and her neighbors’ house when the cat belonging 
to said neighbors came up to me and meowed. Fie 
walked away a few steps, then turned around and me¬ 
owed at me again. So I followed him. Fie led me around 
to his kitchen porch, where he stood up on his hind legs 
and banged on the lower window of the storm door. 
However, there was some kind of cooking-type project 
going on inside, and they were making so much noise 
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that they couldn’t hear him. So he went and got somebody 
who could bang even louder (which I did). Smart cat. If a 
kid named Timmy had been trapped in an abandoned mine 
somewhere. I’m sure he would have figured out a way to 
tell me that, too. 

Speaking of kids named Timmy: A while back, there was a 
TV commercial in which Lassie got fed up with all the 
ways that Timmy kept getting into trouble. (My favorite 
was “kidnapped by circus folk”). So she went on the 
Internet and found herself a better family. This was a funny 
commercial; interesting, entertaining and well made. How¬ 
ever, I’d guess it must have been a failure as an 
advertisement. Because I remember lots of details about it; 
but I have absolutely no recollection of what particular 
Internet product or service it was trying to sell. (Hah! By 
mentioning the Internet, I did, in fact, tie this “heartwarm¬ 
ing reminiscence” in with computers after all). 

Now for some technical content: As mentioned above, 
we’ll be re-examining drive imaging software, including 
Image for DOS and the Linux program FSArchiver. We’ll 
also see how to re-install GRUB (the Linux boot loader) to 
a hard disk’s MBR (Master Boot Record) if necessary; but 
first, we’ll revisit Clonezilla (booted from a Linux 
live-CD), which might not be as inflexible as I previously 
thought, and Ghost for DOS (booted from a floppy), which 
might not be as dead as I previously thought. 


Clonezilla (and Ubuntu) 

I’m writing this article using the Word Processor compo¬ 
nent of OpenOffice.org 3.1.1, installed on a Ubuntu 9.10 
system running on a “10 GB” hard disk. However, this isn’t 
the first Ubuntu 9.10 system that I’ve used. It’s actually the 
third. I created the first in November 2009. To do so, I 
downloaded the relevant ISO image from the Ubuntu 
website, and used the Linux program K3B to burn it to a 
CD. Then, I booted from that CD and installed Ubuntu 9.10 
to an empty “10 GB” disk. (I currently have three “10 GB” 
hard disks assigned exclusively for stand-alone operating 
systems. The quotes are there because none of them mea¬ 
sures exactly 10 GB). For reasons I won’t go into here (but 
will likely work into another article someday), I found that I 
preferred working from my old 9.04 disk instead. So I made 
a Clonezilla backup of that new 9.10 system, then put the 
source hard disk “on the shelf’, just in case I might need it 
someday. When the presentation I gave at our December 
18, 2009 Window Pains Meeting required a 9.10 system, I 
restored that Clonezilla backup to an empty “40 GB” hard 
disk and installed it in a spare computer. (I made the re¬ 
maining “30 GB” into a temporary FAT32 drive to hold my 
presentation’s data files). After the meeting, that hard disk 
was scheduled for re-use. (Although, as I write this, it has¬ 
n’t actually been overwritten yet). To make my third 9.10 
system, I upgraded my 9.04 hard disk. That took a bit of 
creativity. 
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As I said earlier, I’m using three “10 GB” hard disks. (I’ve 
found this to be a versatile size for use as operat- 
ing-systems-only drives). Their true capacities are 9.31 GB, 
9.32 GB and 9.54 GB. Unfortunately, when I originally 
produced my Ubuntu 9.04 system (in May of 2009), I used 
the 9.54 GB disk. As I’ve noted in previous articles, that 
made it impossible to restore a Clonezilla backup of that in¬ 
stallation to either of the smaller “10 GB” drives, because 
the Clonezilla developers just flat out refuse to include size 
changing capabilities. This policy makes absolutely no 
sense to me. Though Clonezilla can be used to back up a 
single computer, it’s designed for simultaneous transmis¬ 
sion of a single image to multiple recipients. Even hard 
disks with the same model numbers may have different 
“lot” and/or “sub-lot” numbers, which could easily translate 
into slightly different sizes. (Not to mention possible “run¬ 
ning changes” made on the assembly line, which might not 
even be documented on the disk labels). When ordering 
hard disks, there’s just no way a procurement officer can 
guarantee that they’ll all be exactly the same size. 

I consider Clonezilla to be completely dependable for 
same-size backup and restoration; but if I was in charge of 
a large-scale deployment, I wouldn’t dare risk using it as it 
stands. (Because any target that was even the tiniest bit 
smaller than the master source image would fail). Yet the 
evidence suggests that responsible System Administrators 
are, in fact, using it all the time. They must have found a 


work-around, and I think I’ve figured out what it is. The 
difference between the 9.54 GB disk and the 9.31 GB disk 
is 0.23 GB. That translates to 235.5 MB. Thus, using 
GParted (the Gnome Partition Editor), I shrunk my Ubuntu 
9.04 hard disk’s Ext3 partition from 9.09 GB to 8.79 GB 
(including a little “slop” to cover unexpected contingen¬ 
cies), and then moved my swap partition forward until it 
touched the now-smaller Ext3 partition again. That left 0.3 
GB (307 MB) of unassigned space at the end of the 9.54 
GB disk. Then, I made a backup with Clonezilla and re¬ 
stored it to the 9.31GB disk. The result was an Ubuntu 9.04 
system with about 70 MB of unassigned space at the end. 
It’s inelegant (that wasted space really irks me), but it 
worked! (Besides, if that extra space ever gets too annoy¬ 
ing, I can always merge it back into the Ext3 partition by 
reversing my GParted steps above). 

After that, I put my original 9.04 disk “on the shelf’, and 
upgraded my newly created duplicate to 9.10. Ubuntu Up¬ 
date Manager took two hours to do it. Downloading 1,452 
files took about 50 minutes, and then installing them took 
about 55 minutes. Before-and-after “overhead” took up the 
rest of the time. In total, 323 files were added, 1,129 files 
were upgraded, and 98 files were removed. 

Ghost 

By my count, this is my fifty-seventh article for the ACGNJ 
News. (Since I don’t usually include small stuff, that count 
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could actually go higher). In previous articles, I’ve men¬ 
tioned my desire to create some kind of searchable database 
to hold all of my articles ( including the small stuff). I have¬ 
n’t actually done anything about it, though; but my memory 
isn’t what it used to be, and I really need something. Case 
in point: In Something Spooky? (my “Halloween” article for 
the October 2009 issue of ACGNJ News), when reporting 
the results of a DOS-floppy-booted Ghost 2002 backup of 
an Ubuntu 9.04 hard disk, I said; “It gave me a “success¬ 
fully finished” message in not much more than a second, 
and produced an output file measuring just 6,258 bytes. I 
tried my hardly-ever-used Ghost 2003 floppy, and got an 
output file of 5,720 bytes. Opening both files, I confirmed 
that each contained an empty Ext2 partition. Since my 
source disk contained an Ext3 partition, my conclusion was 
that Ghost for DOS can only recognize Linux Ext2 parti¬ 
tions. Faced with an Ext3 partition, it couldn’t read the 
contents, so it ignored everything and simply created an 
empty output file.” 

A reasonable conclusion, except for something I’d forgot¬ 
ten: In Thirteen Things?, (my article in the May 2009 issue 
of ACGNJ News), I wrote; “I’d been afraid that this move 
to Linux might be the final nail in Ghost’s coffin, but my 
floppy-booted version of Ghost 2002 recognized the Ext3 
and Swap partitions just fine, and produced a 1.6 GB image 
file named U804BU01.GHO.” So last May, Ghost could 


back up an Ubuntu 8.04 Ext3 partition just fine; but last Oc¬ 
tober (only five months later) it couldn’t back up an Ubuntu 
9.04 Ext3 partition . Therefore, whatever went wrong in Oc¬ 
tober wasn’t Ghost’s fault. It had to have been that 9.04 
partition. Could it be that Ghost still lives? 

Now, there’s a historical precedent for suspecting that 
Ubuntu’s “use entire hard disk” install option could have 
produced results that just aren’t up to Partition Magic’s 
standard of absolute perfection. Here’s what I wrote in my 
very first article for this club {Linux Dual Boot Experi¬ 
ments, in the May 2005 issue of ACGNJ News), after I did 
a stand-alone Ubuntu 4.10 installation to an “80 GB” hard 
disk; “Partition Magic 8 reported a partition table #110 er¬ 
ror, so it couldn’t view the drive. DOS FDISK reported a 76 
GB Non-DOS partition (with 100% usage) and a 500 MB 
extended DOS partition (with 4% usage). It also reported a 
total disk space of only 13,655 MB, so the drive’s size in¬ 
formation had obviously been compromised. This is 
probably what messed up Partition Magic. Something here 
is definitely not right, but the system booted and everything 
worked, so Ubuntu passed.” Later in that article, Ubuntu 
4.10 failed miserably during its “Share The Drive With XP” 
test, corrupting the entire hard disk. (See Linux Dual Boot 
Experiments itself if you want further details). 

To test my suspicion, I created a new Ext3 partition using 
Partition Magic 8 (booted from a floppy) on a spare hard 
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disk, and copied a 1 GB file into it. Next, I created a new 
Ext3 partition using GParted 0.4.5 (the version that came 
with Ubuntu) on another spare hard disk, and copied that 
same 1 GB file into it also. Then, I backed them both up 
with Ghost 2002.1 got a 1 GB output file for the Partition 
Magic disk. (The 1 GB file I used was an already com¬ 
pressed archive, so it couldn’t be shrunk much fiirther). For 
the GParted hard disk, I got a 5,792 byte output file (as be¬ 
fore, containing an empty Ext2 partition). When I tried to 
view the GParted hard disk with Partition Magic, I got a 
partition table #110 error, just like five years ago. This par¬ 
ticular error involves incorrect or inconsistent reporting of 
the number of sectors on the hard disk. That would cer¬ 
tainly explain the wildly inaccurate total disk space 
reported in 2005. This time, though, DOS FDISK reported 
the size correctly. Whatever has gone wrong now isn’t as 
obvious. 

In the past, I relied on the “mystic healing powers” of 
Gparted’s size-changing function to fix various partition ta¬ 
ble errors. This time, since GParted had created the 
problem, I didn’t have much hope; but I tried anyway. 
Using GParted 0.5.1 (the newer version that came on the 
latest release of System Rescue CD), I shrunk the erroneous 
partition by 200 MB. Afterwards, though, Partition Magic 8 
still got that #110 error, and Ghost 2002 still only copied an 
empty Ext2 partition to its backup file. 


However, there’s also a historical precedent for a different 
explanation. What if some genius committee altered or en¬ 
hanced the Ext3 specifications? Microsoft did it at least 
three times with NTFS (version 1.4 for NT, version 3.0 for 
Windows 2000, and version 3.1 for XP). Plus, I don’t know 
what they may have done for Vista or 7 (and I have abso¬ 
lutely no intention of ever finding out). Maybe some 
meddling Linux minions messed with the structure of Ext3. 
That would make GParted right, and Partition Magic and 
Ghost wrong. In the future, I might dig up some older 
GParted versions and see if any of them are compatible. 

For now, though, things don’t look good for either Ghost or 
Partition Magic. 

FSArchiver 

In Wrap It Up, (my article in the December 2009 issue of 
ACGNJ News), I described backup and restore operations 
using FSArchiver; but I pretty much ignored its 
size-changing capabilities. Now, I’m going to restore a “10 
GB” hard disk backup image to a smaller target. To make 
sense here, I’ll have to repeat some information from De¬ 
cember, but not too much. If you need more details, please 
refer to Wrap It Up. 

First, I connected an empty “6 GB” hard disk and an “80 
GB” hard disk (containing my back-up files) to my com¬ 
puter (they came in as sda and sdb, respectively). Next, I 
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booted from the System Rescue CD, and ran the startx 
command to start the graphical desktop. Then, because 
FSArchiver will bomb if it isn’t given something to over¬ 
write, I ran GParted and used it to create an empty Ext3 
partition (sdal) in sda. (For Wrap It Up, I made sdal an 
FAT32 partition. When we get to GRUB below, I’ll explain 
why that wasn’t such a great idea). Next, in the already 
opened terminal window, I ran the following commands: 

■ mkdir /mnt/dest 

■ mount /dev/sdbl /mnt/dest 

■ fsarchiver restfs /mnt/dest/fsatest2.fsa id=0,dest=/dev/sdal 
These created the /mnt/dest directory, mounted sdb 1 (the 
first partition in sdb, containing my back-up files) as that 
directory, and launched the program to restore the image 
file fsatest2.fsa to sdal. Aside from the annoying lack of a 
progress indicator or even a simple “running” message, ev¬ 
erything went smoothly. Unfortunately, FSArchiver doesn’t 
back up or restore either the Linux swap partition or the 
MBR (Master Boot Record). We’ll skip the swap partition 
this time, but we’ve got to tackle the MBR, because we 
can’t boot without it. 

GRUB 

This month, I finally learned how to install GRUB to a hard 
disk with an already existing operating system. The instruc¬ 
tions printed below are a distillation of information 
obtained from three different sources: Boot with GRUB, a

Since I’m one of those reactionary Neanderthals whose 
computers still include floppy disk drives, I wanted to make 
a GRUB boot floppy. However, GRUB also comes on Sys¬ 
tem Rescue CD, which we’ve already booted from. So, as 
soon as our image restoration has been successfully com¬ 
pleted, it makes a lot more sense just to continue working in 
the Terminal window, by entering the following command: 

• grub 

This starts GRUB, which then provides us with a new com¬ 
mand prompt of its own (grub>), where we enter the 
following commands: 
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• find /boot/grub/stage 1 

• root (hd0,0) 

• setup (hdO) 

• quit 

The first line finds where the GRUB files are located (on 
the target hard disk, not on the live CD). The second line 
sets GRUB to use that location. (The parenthetical expres¬ 
sion isn’t necessarily what I typed above. It’s whatever 
GRUB displayed in response to the first command). The 
third line sets up GRUB in the MBR of hdO (or whatever 
location GRUB returned). GRUB uses its own hard disk 
names. In this case, hdO is equivalent to sda, and hd0,0 is 
equivalent to sdal (the first partition in sda). After the setup 
command finishes running, the fourth line exits GRUB, and 
returns us to the terminal window’s regular command 
prompt. Now we can shut the computer down, and then re¬ 
boot from our newly restored 6 GB drive. 

It booted just fine. Even though this hard disk was made as 
just a throw-away experiment, it does contain my complete 
Ubuntu system, and it even has a little room left over. I 
could probably use it for day-to-day operations if I had to, 
as long as I didn’t try to store any of my data files on it. 


So far, I’ve found two idiosyncrasies in GRUB. The first 
can occur when you’ve started the program and you’re at 
the grub> prompt. If NumLock is on and you hit the key¬ 
pad’s Enter key, it works just like the main Enter key; but if 
NumLock is off, it writes a capital W on the command line 
instead. The second can occur if you created an FAT32 par¬ 
tition for sdal and then overwrote it when you restored your 
backup file. You’ll get a “File not found” error when you 
run the “find /boot/grub/stagel” command. That’s because 
GRUB identifies your restored partition as a Type Oxb par¬ 
tition (FAT32 L) rather than a Type 0x83 partition (Linux 
N) like it should. In effect, it’s trying to communicate in the 
wrong “language”, so it can’t read the contents of sdal cor¬ 
rectly. Apparently, when FSArchiver “overwrites” your 
FAT32 partition, it doesn’t overwrite whatever GRUB 
reads as it’s trying to identify partitions. 

Image for DOS 

In New Blood (my article for the November 2009 issue of 
ACGNJ News), I made a prediction based on highly un-rig- 
orous math: “...making IFD DOS 8 boot floppies could 
become impossible in roughly fifteen days”. That would 
have been on or about October 28 th , 2009. The most recent 
Image for DOS version (2.53) was released on Jan 24,

The Best Free Software According to Gizmo

In these tough economic times, many of us are finding it 
difficult to afford new software for our computers. Locally 
and on line we can shop and sometimes find some deals on 
software, but if money is especially tight, some of us would 
choose to do without. Alternatively, there has always been 
a huge assortment of free software or “freeware” available 
that can adequately accomplish almost all computing tasks. 
While there are some mega-sites such as download.com and 
tucows.com that each carry thousands of software titles, many 
of which are freeware, there are also some lesser known 
websites that provide comprehensive information and re¬ 
views about freeware. One recent find that has now 
become one of my favorites is Gizmo’s Freeware Reviews, 

at techsupportalert.com. 

Upon accessing the Gizmo website, the user is greeted with 
a graphical menu containing 20 categories of software, in¬ 
cluding cleanup, educational, games, Linux, security, 
programming, security, system tools, and a dozen others. 

In addition to free software, Gizmo offers additional cate¬ 
gories of information in its navigation window on the left 
side of the main page. These additional categories include 
the Best Tech Websites, How-to Guides and Tutorials, 
Freeware Updates, Security Advice Wizard, and Video Tu¬ 
torials, as well as some housekeeping functions. 

Since I am very concerned about cyber security, I chose to 
open the Security link from the front page graphical menu, 
one of the 20 possible selections. I was greeted with a list¬ 


ing of about two dozen Gizmo articles on security software 
and related topics. Ranked in order of number of hits, and 
indication of the popularity of each topic, the first security 
article is “Best Free Antivirus Software”, which has had 
nearly 1.4 million hits. Opening the antivirus article, the 
user is greeted with a non-technical explanation of antivirus 
software, followed by a discussion of what Gizmo has de¬ 
termined as the best of the many free antivirus utilities. 
Gizmo awarded Avira AntiVir Personal Edition its top pick, 
narrowly beating out Microsoft Security Essentials, which 
is actually Gizmo’s personal choice. Each review is 
hyperlinked to a section farther down on the webpage, 
called the “Quick Selection Guide” which summarizes the 
pros and cons of each recommended product, download 
links, file size, latest version, 32 and 64 bit compatibility, 
installation tips, a discussion forum, and online help. The 
other recommended antivirus products are Avast!, and 
a-squared Free. 

For those who might need help in deciding which security 
products would be most appropriate for their personal cir¬ 
cumstances, Gizmo offers a “Security Advice Wizard” at 
techsupportaIert.com/secwh where the user selects his operating 
system, and answers some simple questions about internet 
habits and personal computer skills. Upon completing the 
wizard, Gizmo makes a recommendation of an antivirus 
product and a firewall. I tried the wizard using a variety of 
operating systems and levels of experience, and the wizard 
arrived at reasonable recommendations for each. The user

who follows the wizard’s recommendations will likely be 
well served by its picks. 

In addition to information and reviews on software prod¬ 
ucts, Gizmo also offers a wide selection of other helpful 
services and information. One I found exceptionally useful 
and interesting was a listing of PowerPoint slides and pre¬ 
sentations, under the heading “Easily Find PowerPoint 
Slides and Presentations Using This Site” at 

techsiipportalert.com/content/easily-find-powerpoint-slides-and-presen 
tations-using-site.htm. I do a lot of PowerPoint presentations 
in a variety of settings and to different audiences, and often 
have some difficulties coming up with material. Gizmo 
may be of great help locating material, and one such re¬ 
source linked on Gizmo is Slidefinder, at www.slidefinder.net. 
Available in 23 languages, Slidefinder has proven to be an 
outstanding resource, capable of locating individual slides 
and complete presentations on thousands of topics. One of 
the most frequent PowerPoint presentations that I do is on 
identity theft; entering the term “identity theft” in the 
search box displayed Slidefinder’s limit of 1000 items. 
Scrolling over the displayed slides (20 per page), opens a 
larger image of the selected slide and also displays any 
notes integrated with the slide. A link to the full 
PowerPoint file is also displayed, and a simple right-click 
on the file name and selecting “Save Link As” will down¬ 
load the complete file. The primary source of the

subjects. The Gizmo tutorials are presented in a readable 
non-technical fashion that is easy to follow and implement. 

Gizmo has a wealth of information available, including free 
software that has been reviewed and evaluated, as well as 


PowerPoint slides and files are hundreds of universities 
from all over the globe, as well as government agencies, or¬ 
ganizations, trade associations, and other sources. 

Another very beneficial section of the Gizmo website is the 
“Hot Finds” at techsupportalert.com/view/hot. This selec¬ 
tion displays software deals, mostly free, offered by the 
commercial software publishers for a limited time. As I 
type this, some of the commercial software being offered 
for free includes PC performance enhancing utilities, 
anti-malware utilities, backup utilities, graphics editors, and 
many others. Frequently checking this list may provide the 
user with an occasional gem of commercial software either 
free, or at a ridiculous low price, such as a recent offer (now 
expired) for a top rated $30 anti-malware product available 
for the paltry sum of 99 cents (I purchased 6 copies). 

Many users sometimes need some help with accomplishing 
some computer tasks, or may even find some tasks that may 
need to be performed that they may have been unaware of. 
Gizmo has a “How-to Guides and Tutorials” section at 
www.techsupportalert.com/tutorials, with over 50 topics 
listed. The most widely used tutorial “How to Make Vista 
Run Faster” has been viewed over 300 thousand times. 
Other tutorials cover different browsers, backing up critical 
files, improving performance, creating a bootable rescue 
CD, how to reduce spam, and many other helpful and useful

tutorials and other valuable information. I subscribed to 
both the RSS feed and email alerts so I can always be 
promptly informed of any new articles and software added 
to Gizmo. Stop by www.techsupportalert.com and see what 
treasures that you might find.

Book Review: Windows 7 Secrets

Before I begin to review this book, let me tell you a little 
about my experience with Windows 7. The Windows 7 Re¬ 
lease Candidate 1 became available on April 23, 2009, and 
I ran it from then until August 6, when the Release to Man¬ 
ufacturing became available and I switched to it. I mention 
this just to make it clear that I already have six months of 
experience using this version of Windows and this book is 


not at all my first look at it. And before I begin to talk 
about the quality of its contents, let me address what the 
book is, and what it contains. 

First its title, and in particular, the word “SECRETS” (in all 
upper-case): Despite that word, the book is not about se¬ 
crets. It’s a book trying to tell the reader almost everything 
about Windows 7, and is both an introduction to Windows 
7 for those who are completely new to it, and a reference 
book for those who already know something about it. 
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There’s nothing at all secret about the great majority of 
what it contains. However, some of the things discussed in 
the book are marked with an icon containing the word “se¬ 
cret” Are these secrets? No, not at all; they are meant to be, 
as it says in the preface, “little-known facts.” Something is¬ 
n’t a secret just because it’s little-known; moreover, not all 
of the items marked “secret” are little-known and worse, not 
all of them are 100% accurate. My view is that the word 
“secrets” is just exaggerated advertising, and completely 
inappropriate. 

Emblazoned on the paperback front cover of the book, in all 
caps, is the sentence “DO WHAT YOU NEVER 
THOUGHT POSSIBLE WITH Windows 7!” Everybody 
may not agree with me, but that kind of advertising, espe¬ 
cially overstated advertising, on the cover of the book is a 
major turnoff for me. 

The book is enormous, containing 1009 pages of text in 26 
chapters, and a large index that brings the total to 1054. Al¬ 
though I might have presented some of it in a slightly 
different order than what these authors did, the organization 
is generally well done. But some of these chapters have 
nothing to do with Windows 7, and as far as I’m concerned 
don’t belong in this book at all. 

For example, chapter 10 is about Windows Home Server. 
Windows Home Server is a completely different operating 
system that if you run at all will run on a different computer 


in your home network, and it’s been around since well 
before Windows 7. It’s an excellent product and I run it 
myself, but this book is not where a description of it and 
help in using it belongs. Chapter 14 is about Zune, another 
Microsoft product that has nothing to do with Windows 7. 
Chapter 18 is about the Windows Mobile Smartphone, a 
hardware product. Chapter 21 is about Windows Live Mail, 
a software product that doesn’t come with Windows 7. 
Chapter 13, Digital Videos and DVD Movies,” also is 
largely about software products that are not part of Win¬ 
dows 7. Much the same is true of chapter 23, “Your Life in 
Sync—Windows and Live Services.” 

Are these topics important and worth talking about and in¬ 
cluding in the book, even though they are not part of 
Windows 7? Arguably, yes and apparently the authors 
think so. On the other hand, I think someone who buys a 
book should get what the title promises he will get, and not 
other things as well. 

Some people may be glad these non-Windows 7 topics are 
included, but others (me, for example) will feel that they 
just make the book more expensive as well as bigger, 
heavier, and containing more to read. My view is that this 
sort of stuff simply doesn’t belong here—not unless the ti¬ 
tle of the book is dramatically changed, so purchasers get 
what they expect to get.

Oddly, in the font used for the text of the book the “7” of 
“Windows 7” is slashed, but in the fonts used for headings 
and other things, it’s not. It’s not a serious complaint, but 
slashing the “7” is unusual in the USA, and the 
inconsistency of its use is mildly annoying. 

Throughout the book, whenever a particular feature is 
talked about, it’s described as wonderful, and an improve¬ 
ment over what it was in previous versions of Windows. 

I’m a big fan of Windows 7, and I think that it’s the best 
version of Windows ever, but I don’t think that everything 
about it is wonderful If I had my druthers, some things 
would be done differently. 

Some of the things described may be good for some people, 
but not for others, depending on what other software they 
use, and upon their style of working. The tone of the au¬ 
thors in describing many things reads like unmitigated 
advertising, rather than honest description and evaluation. 

Here’s an example of the kind of sentence I’m talking 
about: “Microsoft has dramatically enhanced the capabili¬ 
ties of the taskbar.” I know some people who like the 
Windows 7 changes to the task bar (Quick Launch icons are 
now on it together with the other icons, not on a separate 
toolbar) and others who hate it Personally, I don’t have 
strong feelings about it either way, and I certainly wouldn’t 
describe it as “dramatically enhanced. ” 


So, putting behind me the negative views I stated above, 
and turning to the quality of the book’s contents, let me be¬ 
gin by stating that I generally like the book very much. It is 
thorough, reasonably complete, and by and large accurate 
(but not perfect—such books are never perfect). It explains 
things very well. 

And in several instances, it told me things about Windows 7 
that, despite my experience with it, I didn’t know. For ex¬ 
ample, it told me how, in Windows Explorer, to add folders 
to the Favorites list in the Navigation pane. This was to me 
a very useful tip and I was glad to have learned it. 

The touch support for the screen is described in the book. 
This was new to me, primarily because my hardware 
doesn’t support it, but it was interesting to read about it. 

I was very glad to see that in the chapter on Windows secu¬ 
rity, the authors recommend against Norton and McAfee 
anti-virus (the two worst choices, in my view) and for 
ESET NOD32, the product I think is best. However, I was 
very disappointed to see they consider Windows Defender 
to be adequate anti-spyware protection, and do not recom¬ 
mend installing any third-party antispyware programs. 

Unfortunately the book has its share of errors. Most of the 
errors are minor misstatements, rather than being terribly 
significant, but still they are errors. Here are few examples 
of things that are clearly wrong, and some things that are 
wrong in my opinion: 
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1. It says, “A full version of Windows 7... cannot be used 
to upgrade an existing version of Windows to Windows 7.” 
That is not correct. 

2. It says “Peek at Desktop is enabled by mousing over a 
new glass rectangular area found in the lower rightmost 
comer of the screen.” The “new glass rectangular area” is at 
the end of the task bar, and will be at the lower rightmost 
comer of the screen only if the task bar is at the bottom of 
the screen. Since the task bar will be on whichever of the 
four sides of the screen you choose to have it on (just as in 
previous versions of Windows), what the book says about 
where it is not correct. 

3. It says “Like a certain demonic creature, the notification 
area goes by many other names. If you see references to 
such things as ‘the system tray’ ... these are referring to ... 
what’s now simply called the notification area.” The word 
“now” is a misstatement. It was actually always called the 
“notification area,” even way back in Windows 95 “Sys¬ 
tem Tray” wasn’t its former name, just an informal name 
for it, both in the past and today. 

4. Talking about Windows Explorer, the book says “So 
My Documents is replaced by the Documents library in 
Windows 7.” Yes, it’s true that what used to be called “My 
Documents” is now more simply (and better, in my view) 


called “Documents,” but that didn’t begin in Windows 7; it 
was also true in Windows Vista. 

5. The book says “The Office 2007 ribbon has proven 
wildly popular with users...” I can’t prove that that state¬ 
ment is wrong, but my experience with Office 2007 users is 
that the great majority don’t like the ribbon interface at all. 

6. It states “Throughout the years, all Windows versions 
have shared a common problem: they degrade in perfor¬ 
mance over time and boot more slowly the longer the 
computer is used.” These authors are far from alone in hav¬ 
ing this opinion, but it’s one with which I strongly disagree. 
I’ve run almost every Windows version since 2 0 and never 
experienced this. My view is that those who experience it 
do so because they used their computer poorly, not because 
of Windows slowing down on its own. 

7. It states “boot-up speed, of course, is a primary con¬ 
cern.” I strongly disagree with this statement. My personal 
view is that the attention many people pay to how long it 
takes to boot is unwarranted. Assuming that the computer’s 
speed is otherwise satisfactory, it’s hardly ever worth 
worrying about. Most people start their computers once a 
day or even less frequently. In the overall scheme of things, 
even a few minutes to start up aren’t very important. Per¬ 
sonally I power on my computer when I get up in the 
morning, then go get my coffee. When I come back, it’s

done booting. I don’t know how long it took to boot and I 
don’t care. 

So, having complained about a number of things, what’s 
my overall view of this book and do I recommend it? Yes, I 
recommend it! Despite my list of its errors and points on 
which I disagree with the authors above, those points 
represent only a small portion of the book. 

Although I would have preferred it without the 
non-Windows 7 sections included, the book’s description of 
Windows 7 is thorough and most of it is accurate and 
well-presented. Moreover the value of whatever informa¬ 
tion is in a book like this disappears if the information 


within it is hard to find, and that’s not a problem here. The 
book contains a very good and large (40 pages) index.

Backing Up and Restoring Files

If I had to pick a single area where most computer users are 
extremely lacking, it’s in the area of backing up and pre¬ 
serving the documents and other items that they generate 
during the course of their computer activities. Most people 
just dismiss the subject with “Oh I don’t really have any¬ 
thing of importance, and even if I do, I can always redo it 
easily.” These people may only use their computer for the 
Internet and e-mail. But, redoing your address book and 
bookmark listing can be a task in itself. 

And, if you use a program such as Quicken or Money, you 
have lots of financial info that would be a real job to rebuild 


if all your files were lost. I reminded a friend about backing 
up his Quicken stuff, and he said that he really didn’t have 
to, as Quicken always backs things up automatically, which 
it does. But it backs things up onto the same hard drive, into 
a different folder. So, about 6 months later when his hard 
drive failed, his backup was worthless, and he was a very 
unhappy person. 

What Does Backup Really Mean? 

Backup is the generation of duplicate files, often onto a re¬ 
movable medium, for all the things that you have generated 
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on your machine. Generally, these are files that you have 
produced, not the program files which came on the CD. 
These duplicate files must be stored on something which 
can be separated from your machine, and definitely 
separated from your internal system hard drive. 

Since most people have only one hard drive, it does not 
make good sense to backup onto that same drive. And, if 
you have your main drive partitioned into say a C and D 
drive, you will still lose your backup if the drive fails. If 
however, you have a second hard drive on your computer, 
you are much safer storing your backups there. 

There are online services which offer “online backup” at a 
small cost, or no cost. This can offer access from another 
computer, when you might need that data. But I personally 
don’t want my private data et al on an online computer, 
where it is possibly subject to being hacked or having that 
operation go out of business. 

NOTE: This article is only discussing backup of your per¬ 
sonal files and data — it is not addressing a complete 
backup of your system drive, including your operating sys¬ 
tem (probably Windows). That is a separate topic which 
will be covered in another article. 

The backup media should be stored in a place where they it 
will not become lost, stolen, or damaged. When I was in 
business (many years ago), we backed up all our files every 


day, with a rotating system of seven tapes. Copies were 
stored in a fireproof safe, and periodically, we placed a cur¬ 
rent copy in our safety deposit box at the bank. Just putting 
copies on the shelf doesn’t protect against their loss in case 
of a fire. Obviously, most users don’t have to go to such 
extremes. But, for important information, it’s a good idea 
to periodically put a backup copy into a secure and fire¬ 
proof place, such as a home safe, or safety deposit box. 

In order to be able to follow and use the material in this ar¬ 
ticle, you must be conversant with using Windows 
Explorer, or a similar file manager. If you are not familiar 
with using a file manager to copy files and add new folders 
and subfolders, I would suggest that you bone up on this 
subject first, and then get back to this article. 

What Do I Have to Do First 

First of all, the typical user who has programs in which 
files are saved, generally has no idea where they are. So, 
the first thing to learn is just that. When you are in a pro¬ 
gram such as Quicken, your files are generally saved in the 
same folder as the Quicken program. Other programs may 
use the My Documents folder, My Files folder, the 
Documents and Settings folder, or a special folder that the 
program has set up to store things. 

I personally set my own folders for storing things. And, 
fortuately, most programs allow the user to specify where 
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things are stored. In WordPerfect, I have a master folder set 
up, name WPWIN. Under that I have about 56 subfolders 
for all the categories that I have defined. There is a folder 
named “BocaBits”, which holds all the articles I’ve written 
for this publication. One of the main advantages of having 
your personal files organized in a master folder is that they 
are easier to copy to a backup medium. Just copy the main 
folder, specify to include the subfolders (if that is needed), 
and everything underneath will be copied. This is far easier 
than having to locate many different folders, and copy from 
each one individually. 

Remember, using subfolders is a must. Some years back, 
one of my friends stored all his files for all his programs in 
the same folder, with no subfolders. Finding a file to use 
was almost like looking for a needle in a haystack. And, 
name your files using descriptive long filenames which all 
operating systems since Windows 95 can use. Which is eas¬ 
ier to find “Letter to Jack re the new building.doc” or 
“let2jreb.doc”? 

Here are some steps that I would suggest users consider — 
change the names to suite your desires. 

• Add a new folder on your C: drive, and call it “All My 
Stuff’ (without the quotes.) 


• Add as many subfolders under it as you need. For example, 
(assuming you have these programs) add one for Word, 
Quicken, Money, Excel, etc.. Then, add as many subfolders 
under each of the main subfolders you’ve added. For exam¬ 
ple, the “Word” folder can have subfolders named “Let¬ 
ters”, “Faxes”, “IRS correspondence”, etc.. (Don’t use the 
quote marks - they are used here for clarity.) 

• Then in each of those programs go into “preferences” or 
“settings”, or wherever is appropriate, and set your new path 
and folder name there as the place to keep stuff. In some¬ 
thing like Quicken, it wants its files where it specifies, but 
when you call for a backup in Quicken, you can specify the 
path/folder. So this folder you set up will always have dupli¬ 
cates of Quicken’s files, ready to be copied out to the 
removable media you choose. 

• For programs such as Outlook Express or AOL, it’s a good 
idea to save your address book, and your bookmarks. Find¬ 
ing the names of these files, and where they are located will 
be a good exercise for you in using Windows Explorer, and 
learning more about your browser. 

NOTE: It is not absolutely necessary to do all of these pre¬ 
vious steps if you’re willing to do your backup work with 
all your files where they are now. These steps are just of¬ 
fered to make your job of backing up easier. If this is the 
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case, you can skip to the section entitled “What Medium 
Should I Use to Back Things Up.” 

How do I Get My Existing Files into These New 
Folders 

If you don’t know or can’t find where the program stores 
the files you create, go into the program, generate a new 
document, and do a save on it. When the “save” window 
comes up, it may well show you the path/folder that the 
program uses. So you can now go to that folder, and find all 
the stuff you have done previously. While you’re in the 
“save” window, you can now specify your new repository 
for your files in this program, assuming it will cooperate. 

If this does not happen, do a search in Windows 
(START>SEARCH) to find that file, and the location path will 
be available there. 

Rather than move the existing files, I’d copy them into the 
new folder you set up. That way, if there are any “goofs” 
(perish forbid), nothing has really been lost. In the case of a 
program like Quicken, just open Quicken, and press 
CTRL+B. This should open the backup window, and you 
can type in the path/folder you’ve just made. 

Later on, when you know that everything has been safely 
copied into your new folder tree, you can safely delete the 
files in their original locations if you want to do so. 

When you’ve done this for all your important stuff, you 
will now have a new “filing cabinet” with “drawers” for all 
your important files. 


What Medium Should I Use to Back Things UP? 

In the “olden days”, the choices were fairly limited. Floppy 
disks and tapes were about it. These days, those two media 
are not the ones of choice. Floppies have limited storage 
space, and most people don’t have a tape drive, nor should 
they bother to get one these days. 

The two choices that I would recommend are external USB 
drives, which many people have or flash drives which many 
people also may have. If you’re not familiar with these de¬ 
vices, you should become familiar — they are very 
inexpensive now and are perfect for backing up purposes, 
transporting, and archiving files.. Or you can use a ZIP disk, 
if you have a ZIP drive, or use a CD rewritable disk. 

To “bum” a CD, you must be familiar with this process. If 
you have a recordable or rewriteable drive on your machine, 
there should be a software utility to handle copying files. 
Usually this utility is on the CD that came with your hard¬ 
ware. But, it’s possible the utility wasn’t loaded at the 
factory. Check through the manual or help files to leam 
more about this. 

Remember, once you get into the habit of backing things 
up, you can feel more comfortable about not losing lots of 
time and effort trying to reconstruct things. And, when you 
get a new computer, your new machine can take the backup 
medium you used, and copy it all (as desired) onto the hard 
drive of the new machine.

One More Recommendation to Save Your “Stuff” 

One area that most users don’t bother to consider, is the use 
of an uninterruptible power supply (UPS). These units plug 
into your wall outlet, and then the computer and monitor 
plug into it. Many don’t feel that this is of any value to 
them, but I’ll bet that they’ve had a crash during a power 
blink. The primary use of such a device is to keep your 
computer and monitor running when there is a power fail¬ 
ure, either an extended one, or momentary power blink. The 
purpose of a UPS is not to allow you to keep working for 
an extended period when the power goes off, but to allow 
you to save your work, and shut down in an orderly fash¬ 
ion. Or, when the power “blinks”, your system doesn’t 
crash, and you lose the work that you have on screen. Even 
a one tenth of a second blink can wipe out what you’re 
working on. And, if you haven’t just saved it, you’ve lost it. 


Furthermore, all computers should be connected via a high 
end surge protector to protect against line fluctuations and 
power surges. A UPS is also about the best protection you 
can use. UPS units are available for not much more than the 
cost of a good surge protector. Check Costo for some good 
values. A capacity of 300-500 VA is a reasonable range for 
most home computers. As a minimum, you need to have 
your computer and monitor connected via the UPS. Without 
a monitor, your computer isn’t good for much. 

Happy backing up — try it. The day will definitely come 
when you’ll be glad you did. And once you get to be an 
expert at it, you can impress your friends by teaching them.

Diagnosing RAM Errors in Vista

There is nothing useful that can happen in your PC without 
RAM. That’s why it’s essential to have high quality, reli¬ 
able memory chips installed on your equipment. Defective 
RAM shows up as application errors, messages that your 
operating system is not quite right, and stop errors which 
bring your system down hard and unexpectedly. 


Testing you machine’s RAM with Vista’s Windows Mem¬ 
ory Diagnostic will either find your problem or assure you 
that your RAM is in tip-top condition. 

With your system up and running, close all applications be¬ 
fore launching the diagnostic tool to prevent data loss. Click 
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on the Start orb, select Control Panel, and click the System 
and Maintenance icon. Select Administrative Tools, and 
from the right pane click on the Memory Diagnostics Tool 
icon. An alternate way of starting the tool is to click on the 
Start orb, type Memory in the Start Search text box, and 
then click the Memory Diagnostics Tool icon. 

When the dialog box appears left click on the portion that 
starts with Restart now. The dialog box will close and your 
computer will restart. Eventually the Windows Memory Di¬ 
agnostic Tool’s dialog box will appear and the test will 
begin automatically. 

Watch the white progress bar as the test advances through 
its various stages. You will be able to track progress as the 
tool repeatedly writes information to memory and then 
reads the data to verify that nothing changes from the write 
to the read. 

The default is a standard memory test, but there are two 
other types of memory tests available to you depending on 
how much time you want to devote to testing, and how 
thorough you wish to be. Pressing the F I key will bring up 
the Options screen. 

Locate the Test Mix section and choose either the Basic or 
Extended mix. The Basic mix runs a decent basic test, but 
is superficial in comparison to the Extended mix. Up to 


eight hours can be required for the Extended mix, so don’t 
run it unless you have exhausted all other options. 

Each test mix was designed with certain default cache set¬ 
tings which are optimized for that particular test mix. You 
can change the defaults and create a custom mix of your 
own, but unless you have an advanced level understanding 
of how memory works and is tested, you are probably better 
off leaving the default settings alone. 

Some analyses use the cache on the microprocessor to see if 
the microprocessor is retrieving data properly from the 
memory modules. Other tests disable this cache to force the 
microprocessor to access all its data directly from the mem¬ 
ory modules. 

The tests are run twice, but by pressing the Tab key you can 
access the Pass Count section and specify how many times 
you want to repeat the tests. Make your changes and save 
them by pressing F10. 

Messages will appear on the Status area if problems are 
found. If you wish to do other things while the tests are run¬ 
ning, you can because if problems are found the Windows 
Memory Diagnostic Tool will reroute data around the trou¬ 
ble areas and allow Vista to restart without crashing. When 
you return, look in the notification area to access the test re-

suits. The System Event Log also stores the test results. 

Look under MemoryDiagnosticResults. 

What if Vista won’t boot? Start the system and continu¬ 
ally press the F8 key until the Windows Boot Manager 
appears. The Windows Memory Diagnostic option is at 
the bottom of the screen and you can select it with the ar¬ 
row keys. 

If it’s impossible to get to the Boot Manager, run the tool 
from the Vista installation disk. Follow instructions until 
the Install Now prompt appears. Look for and select the 
Repair Your Computer option. You will find the Win¬ 
dows Memory Diagnostic Tool on the System Recovery 
Options menu. 

The Windows Memory Diagnostic Tool is an excellent 
utility, but it sometimes delivers a false positive. In addi¬ 
tion, many knowledgeable people believe that hardware 
based testers are superior. Regardless, the utility is an ex¬ 
cellent diagnostic instrument provided it is used with 
those limitations in mind. :

February. Air Cards are extremely popular these days es¬ 
pecially with the advent of Netbooks. They combine the 
features of a Wireless Network Card and a Modem to com¬ 
municate directly from PC to Cell Phone Tower. They 
provide Internet access, browsing, and file transfer without 
the normal land-based Internet provider. They can be built 
into the laptop or pluged-in via a USB or PCMCIA port. 
That's good but there is a "down side". A friend has an Air 
Verizon Card at a cost of $60 per month, and he is only al¬ 
lowed to download 5 Gigabytes! There is a surcharge if he 
goes over that. Another plan costs $40 per month but only 
allows data usage of 250 Megabytes. Other phone compa¬ 
nies have similar costs. So here's the problem: how do you 
keep track of your usage in order to control your cost? 

The object of this program is to collect data about your net¬ 
work send and receive usage. The program displays a 
real-time account of current daily network activity and the 
total usage during the current month. At the March meeting 
I graphed the historic data that has been collected. 

If you don't have an AIR CARD, the application can moni¬ 
tor network traffic on your computer. The above screen 
shot shows that my local network has transferred over 400 
MegaBytes of data today. The bar graph is a speedometer 
showing the instantaneous speed of the network.

These ideas are compiled from years of accumulations from 
various magazines, books, on-line sites and my own per¬ 
sonal experience. I claim neither originality nor ownership 
to any of its contents.

Defragmentation Explained 

Fragmentation is caused by creating and deleting fles and 
folders, installing new software, and downloading fles from 
the Internet. Computers do not necessarily save an entire fie 
or folder in a single space on a disk; they’re saved in the 
frst available space. After a large portion of a disk has been 
used, most of the subsequent fles and folders are saved in 
pieces across the volume. 

When you delete fles or folders, the empty spaces left be¬ 
hind are filed in randomly as you store new ones. This is 
how fragmentation occurs. The more fragmented the vol¬ 
ume is, the slower the computer’s fie input and output 
performance will be, and there will be a signifcant 
degradation in performance. 

Defragmentation is the process of rewriting non-contiguous 
parts of a fie to contiguous sectors on a disk for the purpose 
of increasing data access and retrieval speeds. Because 
FAT and NTFS disks can deteriorate and become badly 
fragmented over time, defragmentation is vital for optimal 
system performance. 


In June 1999 the ABR Corporation of Irvine, California, 
performed a fragmentation analysis and found that, out of 
100 corporate offces that were not using a defragmenter, 50 
percent of the respondents had server fles with 2,000 to 
10,000 fragments. In all cases the results were the same: 
Servers and workstations experienced a significant 

degradation in performance. 

How to Set XP to Display the Shutdown Menu 
When You Press the Power Button 

By default, when you press your computer’s power button, 
the system shuts down. That can be a problem if it gets 
pressed accidentally. You can confgure XP to instead dis¬ 
play the shutdown menu, giving you the option to choose 
whether to shut down, restart, etc. Here’s how: 

• Right click an empty spot on the desktop 

• Select Properties 

• In display properties dialog box, click the Screen Saver tab 

• Near the bottom of the dialog box, click the Power button 

• In Power Options Properties dialog box, click the 
Advanced tab
